WIFE BEATING. 


a Post in the Street and Labeled 
„Wite-Benter.“ 


James McCarthy was tried at Car- 
son yesterday morning on the charge 
of beating and otaerwise abusing his 
wife. The wife was reluctant to ap- 
pear against him, but was called to the 
stand and obliged to testify. She 


evidence proved that McCarthy had 
beaten and kicked his wife uomerci- 
fully. He was found guilty under 
the provisions of Au Act to prevent 
cruelty to women in the State of No- 
vada,” and was soutenced to be 
TIED TO A POST 
in the street for two hours,’ with a 
placard bearing the words ‘‘Wife- 
Beater” affixed to his person. The 
Act referred to was approved Feb'y 
21, 1877. It is known as Senator 
Stewart's wife beating law. The Act 
reads as follows: . 
Sec. 2. Any male person in this 
State who is more than eighteen yeais 
of uge, who shall willfully aud vio- 
lently strike, beat, or torture the body 
of any maiden or woman who is more 
than sixteen years of aye, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction in any Court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, shall be sentenced 
to be firmly tied or lashed in a stand- 
ing posture to the pest or pillar de- 
scribed in section one of this Act, 
and shall be kept in such tied and 
standing posture for a period of not 
less than two hours nor more than ten 
hours in the daytime of any day, ex- 
cept Sunday, and it shall be the duty 
of the Sheriff, Constable, or other 
peace officer who shall be detailed to 
enforce the sentence of the Court, to 
fasten upon the breast garments of the 
culprit a placard bearing in large Ro- 
man characters the words 
‘“WOMAN-BEATER,” 


or “Wife-beater,” as the case shall be; 
and it shall also be the duty of such 
peace officer to see that said placard 
shall not be removed from the person 
ef the culprit at any time during the 
hours of his legal confinement to said 
post or pillar. 

The Carson Tribune gives the fol- 
lowing account of the execution of the 
sentence and the subsequent proceed- 
ings: 

In accordance with the above sen- 
tence Constable Stern and Deputy 
Sheriff Powers had a post erected op- 

osite the Court House, near the Cap- 
tol fence, and to this they — 
tied the culprit, his person facing the 
sidewalk on the west, with a large 
placard placed on his breast, bearing 
the words Wife Beater.“ The novel- 
ty of the exhibition with its huwili- 
ating effect upon pride and propriety 
caused many expressions) from those 
whe thronged the sidewalks in the 
immediate vicinity. Some said it was 
cruel, and others said, “ Serves the 
brute right.” It was indeed a sheck- 
ing sight, and sufticiently so to turn 
the refined eye in an opposite direc- 
tion. While the prisoner was

in the broiling sun, ard being sub- 
jected to the contempt and jeers of 
2 crowd, his attorney, Judge 
Healey, was busy getting out a writ 
of habeas corpus, which was accom- 
plished twenty-five minutes from the 
time he was tied to the post. All 
hands, including the prisoner, repaired 
to the District Court room, where the 
constitutionality of the law was ar- 
gued by Judge . General Ed - 
wards and Attorney Driesbach.
